Beitenacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SECTION 1. All that portion of Ninth street lying
viotionoictP- between Broadway and Franklin street in the village
Khî Ao*0* now c^v °^ Rochester, county of Olmsted, be and the

same is hereby vacated, and may be occupied for rail-
road and depot purposes.

VMrtimof then. SEO. 2. All that portion of the alley running north
ivtn^uook.tw"1- and south in block twenty-one • in the original plat of

the village, now city, of Rochester, in the county of
Olmsted, be and the same is hereby vacated.

VMtionofftiitiM SEO. 3. All the several alleys in block twenty-six
•nijiinuook in Head & McMahon's addition to the village, now
*wentj"11* city, of Rochester, county of Olmsted, be and the

same is hereby vacated.
SEO. 41 This act shall take effect and be in force

from and after its passage.
